Three thousand sweaters; beneath 
which turkey, sweetmeats and other ap- 
propriate delicacies will be stowed be- 
fore the day ends, were given by the 
Post-Dispatch to its newsboys Christ: 
mas morning. 

The distribution of these useful gifts 
presented a scene in which there was a 
strong blending of happiness and anx- 
iety—happiness among the little fellows 
who bore away under their arms or on 
their backs the comfortable garments 
and anxiety among those who, while 
they waited in line, feared that the stock 
would fail before their turn came. 

But by 11 o’clock tne anxiety had dis- 
appeared, for every boy who presented 
his ticket received a sweater and de- 
parted rejoicing. 

. Twenty Men Aid Distribution. 

The vacant building at 1008 Olive 
street, the use ef which was tendered 
by the Holbrook-Blackwelder Real Hs- 
tate and Investment Co., was the center 
ef excitement long before 8 o’clock, the 
hour at which the distribution of sweat- 
ers began. Huge piles of boxes contain- 
ing the sweaters stood along the walls. 

Behind the counters employes of the 
Post-Dispatch circulation department 
and branch managers, who volunteered 
their services, were kept busy handing 
out the sweaters, once the door was 
opened. Among those who helped ac- 
commofiate the youngsters were Messrs. 
Welsh, Nick, Wagner, McEntire, Ogden 
and Vick. In all, 2 men workgd them- 
selves into perspiration fitting the boys 
with sweaters. 

All sections of the city were represent- 
ed in the relays of newsboys that filed 
through the building. Boys who sel] on 
che corners — — and little fellows 


who supply demands for the Post-Dis- 
patch after school and on Sunday were 
there, too. 

Alley Was Dressing Room. 

To prevent the agonizing delay which 
the eager youngsters would have expert- 
enced otherwise, the sweaters were kept 
in piles according to their sizes, which 
ranged from 30 to 4 inches—a variety 
sufficient to meet all requirements of 
height and girth. 

The alley in the rear of the building 
became a, dressing room for the hun- 
dreds of. boys who were too eager io 
wait until they cauld go home to don the 
sweaters. It was a sort of place of ex- 
change, too, for the little fellows, who 
went about seeking trades “of a blue 
for a red, or a green for a black.” 

Trades Due to Colors. 

In this exchange boys who failed in 

the first instance to get the hue of 


sweater they desired were able to find 


others with whom they made satisfac- 
tory trades. The sweaters varied from 
solid blacks, blues and whites to com- 
binations of brilliant colors. Some were 
as variegated as Joseph's coat. 

Among the early arrivals was ‘“‘Mo- 
lagses,”” who selis the Post-Dispatch 
downtown. Unlike the commodity which 
is supposed typify slowness, this 
newsboy mov quickly and was the 
first to get a eater. 

“Beef” was there, too, but was not 
objecting—he was thoroughly pleased. 
“Fat,” whose nickname was an ironi- 
cal tribute to his thinness, and “Skin- 
ny,”” who was stout and rosy of cheek, 
were in line, too.

For trying to butt the eastern part 
of East St. Louis into Pittsburg Lake, 
Castro, a goat, was arrested by a squad 
of policemen Friday morning, and was 
thrust into the barricade behind the 
police station, with only a rusty T-rail 
to gnaw on for a Christmas dinner. 

Sergeant Brennan plans to send Cas- 
tro to a man in Stockwell, Ind., who 
made written application to him for 
the goat which fought the whole East 
St. Louis Police Department a week 
ago. That goat has been killed, but 
Brennan says the Indiana man can have 
this one if he will send money for ex- 
press charges, and will sign a quitclaim 
as to personal damages. 

Otherwise, the sergeant says, he will 
turn Castro over to his own two husky 
sons. ‘“‘They’ll reform him or put him 
off the map,’’ Brennan predicts. 

James Southard, living at Twenty- 
third street and Missouri avenue, tele- 
phoned to the police station Friday that 
a goat had butted his fence down and 
was going after his shade trees. 

Southard, protecting himself with a 
heavy fence rail, drove the goat out 
before Policeman Higgins came. The 
policeman found Castro amusing him- 
self by butting beer kegs off the side- 
walk. 

Pretty soon Policeman Payne and the 
make-haste wagon arrived, carrying 
enough rope to hold the Oakes Bujld- 
ing, over this side of the river, in place. 
Castro was lassoed and his legs tied, 
and the policemen, jumping from side 
to side every time he lunged, managed 
to keep Castro’s horns from hitting 
them. He was carried downtown, 
bound neck and hoof.

A Wabash train crossed the long 
bridge at St. Charleg at a speed of a 
mile a minute Thursday night carrying 
to St. Joseph’s Hospital George Hender- 
son of Columbia, Mo., who had been run 
down by another train at Bridgeton, St.

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VINDICATING THE LAW. 

“It has again been peniieniatinabes,” says At 
torney-General Hadley, referring to the Stand- 
ard Oil decision in Missouri, ‘‘that the law and 
its processes are equal to any problem that our 
complicated commercial system can produce, 
and that no combination of money and of 
power is above the law or will be permitted to 
violate it with impunity.” - : 

A great truth is emphasized in these words, 
We have many demagogues, visionaries and 
croakers who despair or pretend to despair of 
law and its orderly administration. They favor 
violence. They hint at absolutism. They are 
impatient and they are reckless. In some parts 
of the country they find many followers and 
nearly everywhere they exercise an influence 
which distorts or benumbs public opinion. 

In the Missouri case there appeared in the en- 
actment of the anti-trust law a careful and reso- 
lute recognition 2f popular rights and in the en- 
forcement of that law there was energy, faith- 
fulness and a confident belief not only in justice, 
but in its muniments and ministers. There were 
those who doubted and there were those who 
sneered, but the representatives of the State did 
not falter. They were thrice armed and they 
knew it. 

The changed attitude of powerful wrongdoers 
has been often remarked of late. No corpora- 
tion and no combination of corporations is now 
inclined to flout law. There is increasing respect 
for the courts. There is a general recognition 
of the responsibilities of wealth. The people of 
Missouri and their officers have played no small 
part in this awakening. They have vindicated 
popular government. They have vindicated law. 
They have crushed the arrogance of monopoly 
and they have confounded pessimism and revo- 
lution. 





IN MONOPOLY’S STOCKING. 

Andrew Carnegie may enjoy his Christmas; 
he may have cakes and ale, and he may ravish 
his sou! with pipes, but, men and brethren, let 
us reflect upon the fearful state of mind into 
which he has plunged the standpatters and the 
few thick and thin newspaper organs of pluto- 
cratic protection. 

The Steel Trust has been their mainstay. It 
has been the bright’ particular example of the 
ripe fruit of special privilege. It has furnished 
campaign funds galore.

) HIS is-the hard-luck story of a man whom Misfortune drove first to 
T fame ard then to early death. He was Rene Robert de la Salle. Prac- 

tically every move in his whole exciting life was unlucky. 

La Salle could not make a good living in his native France, so in 1666, 
when he was only 22, he came ‘to Canada to work out a scheme of his for 
reaching China by crossing the American continent. He brought to bear in- 
fluence enough to secure a tract of land near Montreal. The feudal owners 
who gave it to him selected the most worthless, dangerous tract in the whole 
region and mockirigly named it La Chine (China). La Salle could not make 
his land pay. He lost all his little money ang fell deep in debt. As a last 
resort he decided to explore the West. With a handful of equally desper- 
ate men he made his way to the Illinois River. He wintered on the Niagara 
and, with his followers, built the first, ship ever launched on that river. He 
cruised the great lakes, loaded this vessel with furs and sent it back to 
Montreal to pay his debts. The ship was wrecked and its cargo lost. His 
Canadian creditors at once seized all the rest of La Salle’ s property they could 
lay hands on. 

Meantime he had succeeded in interesting the French Government in the 
possibilities of the West and had secured leave to form a colony there—at his 
— — — +OWN expense. Accordingly, he built a fort where the city 

{ of Peoria now stands. And.in memory of his bad luck 

bs a me ty ‘ he named it Crevecoeur (“Heartbreak”). He went ‘back 
to Canada: for supplies and on his return found the gar- 

eee" vison had mutinied, abandoning the fort, and hostile In- 
dians had overrun all the surrounding country. He was obliged to start his 
career over again. But; through Frontenac’s friendship, he managed to raise a 
new expedition and set his face again westward. After many perils, hardships 
and Indian fights, he and his little band of 30 reached the Mississippi River 
and sailed southward, seeking the mouth of the vast stream. Warlike Indians 
barred their advance, but La Salle continued to fight his way southward. On 
ri] 9, 1682, he came to the mouth of the Mississippi. He took possession of 























tening the tract “Louisiana” in the French King’s honor. There he planted 
a column and a cross, laying claim to all the entire huge valley that lay be- 
tween the Alleghenies and the Rocky Mountains. Thus did France win one 
of the richest territories on earth—territory she was to hold for-a century 
and a quarter and then foolishly to sell to the United States for a paltry 


The next step was to plant a fort on the Gulf of Mexico’s shores: and for- 
mally to claim for France all the country*between the Gulf and Canada. But 
Frontenac was gone, and the new Canadian Governor, La Barre, would 
have nothing to do with the scheme. So La Salle sailed for France and there 
laid his wondrous plan before the \jhon:e Government. He received permission to 
form a Louisiana colony. Many settlers went back to Ameriea with him. His 
luck seemed to. have turned at last. A »quadron of ships under an officer named 
| Beaujeu was placed at his disposal. Wild with delight, La Salle led his expe- 
dition to the Guif of Mexico, sought the mouth of the Mississippi—and utterly 
failed to find it. 

Vainly he sought the spot where he had raised the column and cross. Me 
could not locate the mouth of the river. One of. his provision ships was 
wrecked, The colonists threatened, to mutiny, Quarrels sprang up on all sides. La 
Salle waa sneefed at as an imposter. Beaujen and his squadron finaily sailed 
back in disgust to France, leaving La Satie and his angry, unhappy colonists to 
their fate, ‘For*nearly two years the deserted soldier of fortune and his few fol- 
oe geen hunted in vain for the Mississipyi.

Harry drew 
his revolver and killed his brother./The 
bullet penetrated his breast.

HIM IN CROWD 


Drug Store Filled With Christ- 
mas Shoppers Scene 
of Duel. 








DEXTER, Mo., Dec. %.—A pistol duel 
was fought yesterday afternoon in J. 
W. McCullom’s drug store in this city 
by McCullom’s sons. Harry, 21 ye.rs 
old, shot and instantly killed Fred, his 
junior. | 

The store was crowded with Christ- 
mas shoppers. Though several shots 


were fired, only one bullet took effect. 

The father of the warring boys, hav- 
ing grown old and being possessed of 
considerable wealth, practically retired 
from the active management of his af- 
fairs three years ago, turning the busi- 
ness over to Harry, who had, always 
been dutiful and trusty. Fred served 
terms in the State Reform School and 
the County Jail. ‘ 

Wednesday night Fred began drinking 
and continued until his conduct be- 
came so bad that his father called the 
City Marshai to take charge of him. 
When the officer arrived the boy drew 
a pistol and ordered the officers not to 
enter the drug store. They withdrew. 
Paying but little attention to Fred's 
troubles with the officers, Harry began 
lighting the lamps, when Fred stepped 
up within a few feet of him, and draw- 
ing a pistol began firing. Harry drew 
his revolver and killed his brother./ The 
bullet penetrated his breast. 

When taken into custody, Harry said: 
“IT have been running from Fred ever 
since we were children. He threatened 
to shoot me this afternoon and chased 
me into the house, when I met him in 


the back yard, but I did not think he) 


would shoot me until he began firing.’’

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TO CHANGE PLAN 


Gerhart Fancies Iron Mountain 
Can Cause Long Delay 
in the Courts. 


Having “put one over” on President 
O’Reilly of the Board of Public Im- 
provements in the matter of the double- 


deck bridge, the United Free Bridge 
Committee will try to force a change in 
his plans for the bridge location. 

Councilman Cramer will introduce, at 
the next meeting of the Council, an ordi- 
nance specifying that the west ap- 
proach of the bridge shall be “in, upon 
and above “Chouteau avenue, OReilly, 
in his plans submitted to the War De- 
partmient, placed the west approach 142 
feet south of Chouteau avenue. 

Frank H. Gerhart, in speaking of the 
matter at Thursday afternoon's meet- 
ing of the Free Bridge Committee, said 
the O’Reilly plans would put the bridge 
approach on land owned by the Iron 
Mountain Rallroad, and that the city’s 
efforts to condemn such land might take 
years of litigation, while the condemna- 
tion, if the courts should finally sanc- 
tion it, would be very costly. 

Master Mind Behind 
“The master mind that is behind the 


opposition to the bridge,”’ declared Ger- 


hart, “‘could not choose a better means 
for delaying’ its construction than this 
plan of O’Reilly’s: The Iron Mountain, 
one of the proprietary railroads of the 
Terminal Association, could resist the 
city’s right to use its land, on the ground 
that it has the right of eminent domain 
itself. It could keep the matter in the 
courts for years, and if the city won 
at last, it could make the price of its 
land almost prohibitive. The courts 
have held that the use of land fixes the 
value, and there is no real estate dealer 
in St. Louls who could tell how much 
the land is worth.” 

Charles F. Ziebold asked, in a calm- 
yourself-Mr.-Gerhart tone, how the 
speaker knew the damage on private 
property would be greater than f¢] 
damages in Chouteau avenue, if he had 
not estimated either. Then Gerhart re- 
peated the whole argument. 

To make sure of keeping off the Iron 
Mountain’s preserves, Gerhart put in 
his-ordinance a clause providing that 
any private property 
north of Chouteau avenue. The ordi- 
nance is supplemental to existing ordi- 
nances, and does not repeal or directly 
amend any of them. 

The only vote against Gerhart’s pro- 
posed ordinance was cast by Duncan 
Patterson, who represents the Sixth 
Ward Improvement Association on the 
bridge mittee, He said the people 
of hig rd were not sure they wanted 
the bridge over Chouteau avenue.
